FEARS have been raised 
about the amount of time 
Oswestry ambulances are 
spending out of the area. 

The Oswestry Health 
Group said it is worried the 
ambulances are being called 
to too many routine patient 
transfers in Chester and Wr¬ 
exham. 

The ambulances are often 
called away from the area 
during major incidents, but 
Councillor David Lloyd, 
Shropshire Councillor for 
Gobowen, said concerns 
have been raised about how 
much time they are spend¬ 
ing out of the region. 

His claims have been 
backed by the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
who said calls from across 
the border are becoming 
more frequent. 

Councillor Lloyd said: 
“There has always been 
cross-boundary responses 
by the emergency services in 
the event of major incidents. 

“But members of the 
Oswestry Health Group 
were also concerned to learn 
that an ambulance based 
in Oswestry is being sum¬ 
moned to assist with fairly 
routine patient transfers 
to the Countess of Chester 
Hospital and the Maelor 
Hospital in Wrexham.” 

Ambulance spokesman 
John Hawker said concerns 
about delays ambulances 
were experiencing when 
handing over patients to 
hospitals over the border 
had been raised with senior 
health bosses. 

New era for

Council decides whether to T or not to T 


A DECADE-long row over the 
spelling of a village’s name has 
been settled. 

The ‘T’ has been reinstated to 
Llansantffraid-ym-Mechain after 
a dispute which has lasted for 
years. 

The ‘T’ was omitted in 2003, but 
at a meeting on Tuesday Powys 
County Council’s cabinet voted to 
bring it back. 

Road signs across the region will 
now be replaced, while the council 


will use the spelling in all official 
correspondence. The decision has 
been welcomed by Montgomery¬ 
shire MP Glyn Davies, who said: 
“The ‘T’ has been used as the 
official spelling of Llansantffraid 
since the mid-1800s. 

“Since the name was changed, 
I have been contacted by huge 
numbers of residents objecting to 
it, and almost every person that I 
spoke with was in favour of rein¬ 
stating the ‘T’.” 


Councillor Arwel Jones, port¬ 
folio holder for Welsh language, 
said: “In July 1998, Powys County 
Council received a letter from the 
Welsh Language Board stating 
that the Ordnance Survey wished 
to see consistency in the use of 
place names, which included the 
use of Welsh names in Wales, 
where they exist.” 

Councillor Jones said a place- 
names project was set up by the 
council, using research to stand¬ 


ardise all names in the county. He 
said the research concluded the 
correct spelling was Llansanff- 
raid-ym-Mechain. 

However he said there had 
been ’’extensive correspondence” 
between the community council 
and the county council, with the 
community council opposing the 
form without the ‘T’ as the village 
name. He added there was another 
group in the area which favoured 
the form without the ‘T’. 


POLICE VOW ON 
TOWN'S RACERS 


BOY racers accused of using Welsh¬ 
pool town centre as a racetrack will 
have their cars seized if they continue 
to cause chaos, police have warned. 

The action comes just weeks after councillors 
in the town voiced their outrage at police of¬ 


ficers for posing for “se 
ers rather than deal¬ 
ing with them. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has is¬ 
sued the fresh warning after 
an outcry from residents 
that the town’s Berriew 
Street car park and one¬ 
way system is transformed 
into a motor racing circuit 
at night. 

The force has also re¬ 
vealed it has been ap¬ 
proached by a number of 
young drivers who have 
expressed their “disgust” at 
the boy racers for giving all 
young drivers a bad name. 

Temporary Inspector 
Darren Brown, of Welshpool 
Police, said: “There are a mi¬ 
nority of young drivers who 
drive at speed and behave in 
an anti-social manner. 

“This is not just a prob¬ 
lem locally in Welshpool, but 
takes place in towns and cit¬ 
ies across the country. 

“Officers have also 
worked with the Mid & West 
Wales Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice to highlight the dangers 
of poor driving to young peo¬ 
ple. This education has been 
well received by those who 
have attended. 

“It is also important to re¬ 
member that it is a minority 
of young drivers who drive 
in an unacceptable manner.

Amy began the challenge in Chester at 
the start of August.

In all Amy has covered more than 1,300 
miles, running in cities such as London, 
Liverpool, Wolverhampton, Newcastle, 
Glasgow and Cardiff.

inquiry 

complete 

THE former deputy leader 
of Powys County Council 
who quit her position after 
using the “n-word” during a 
public meeting will have no 
further action taken against 
her. 

Councillor Myfanwy Al¬ 
exander resigned from the 
council’s cabinet after mak¬ 
ing the remark in a meeting 
on health service and provi¬ 
sions in July. 

Councillor Alexander said 
the Public Services Om¬ 
budsman has now written 
to her to say they will be 
taking no further action. 

She said: “I feel that com¬ 
mon sense has prevailed 
and that the ombudsman 
has taken into account that 
I apologised and that the 
word was unacceptable but 
did not reflect my work as a 
councillor and I think that is 
the most important thing.” 

“I know I made a mistake. 

“Anyone who knows me 
knows I don’t hold any rac¬ 
ist views.” 

A letter sent to Councillor 
Alexander from the Public 
Services Ombudsman said: 
“It appears that Councillor 
Alexander’s conduct was 
unintentional and an iso¬ 
lated incident and there is 
no evidence to suggest that 
she has displayed a prejudi¬ 
cial attitude to others in her 
role as councillor.” 

The councillor was se¬ 
verely reprimanded by 
council leader Councillor 
Barry Thomas and referred 
for equalities training after 
she made the remark.

The wooden fence was put up around the Aldi car park 
in Oswald Road in a bid to stop patients of the nearby Cax- 
ton surgery and pharmacy parking there. The supermarket 
claims customers were unable to park due to the number 
-of patients taking up spaces. 


Merger to

Jeremy Rose, managing 
director of Ocean Telecom, 
said: “This merger allows 
us to compete on a level 
playing field with national 
mobile and fixed telecoms 
providers and offer custom¬ 
ers access to a wider range 
communications solutions.” 

The Network Selector is 
the latest venture for north 
Shropshire-based entrepre¬ 
neur Mike Harris, who is 
chairman of the new organ¬ 
isation. 


But patients have hit out 
at the move, warning it has 
resulted in people having to 
pass two busy junctions. 

Bob Wydell, 75, from 
Llwyn Fields, said he uses 
the cut through to pick up 
prescriptions. 

He said the fence means 
he has to walk an extra 
1,000 yards, cutting across 
two busy driveways and the 
supermarket car park. 

Mr Wydell said: “It means 
an extra 1,000 yard hike 
and it’s not just the old and 
infirm it affects, but also 
mothers with pushchairs, 
they will have to cross next 
to a large bush obstructing 
their view, with cars going 
in four directions.” 

John Gentle, superin¬ 
tendent pharmacist at The 
Pharmacy @ Caxton, said 
“With the winter approach¬ 
ing we are terribly con¬ 
cerned for people who will 
now have to walk further on 
a potentially icy track which 
will be even more dangerous 
than usual.” 

A spokeswoman for Aldi 
said: “We have received 
a number of complaints 
from Aldi customers at our 
Oswestry store who are un¬ 
able to park in the car park, 
due to it being misused by 
people visiting the nearby 
surgery and pharmacy. 

“We’ve listened to our 
customers and have placed a 
perimeter fence around the 
area to ensure our there are 
available spaces for our cus¬ 
tomers who wish to park on 
site while doing shopping.”

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Man gets 
custodial 
term for 
assaults 

A MAN who treated his 
partner “like a slave” and 
assaulted a neighbour 
has been jailed for seven 
months. 

Andrew John Giles, 42, 
was jailed for six months 
for assaulting his neigh¬ 
bour and partner in two 
separate incidents, while 
he was jailed for another 
month to run consecutively 
for breaching a suspended 
sentence order. 

Giles, formerly of Fron- 
wellant Farm in Llanfair 
Caereinion but now living in 
Tamworth, was told that he 
had been guilty of cowardly 
and bullying behaviour at 
Mold Crown Court yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

Giles had denied common 
assault upon a neighbour 
and denied assaulting his 
then partner.

Grim warnings over future 
of authority given by boss

POWYS County Council will have to make redundancies and reduce 
the number of buildings it owns to meet multi-million pound savings. 

And the council will have to become a smaller organisation and change the 
way it delivers services by the end of the decade. 

Those were the grim warnings from council leader Councillor Barry Thomas at a con¬ 
sultation event in Welshpool to look at how the council can save £6.4 million by the end 
of this financial year and £70 million by 2020. He said: “We need to generate savings 

of £70m by 2020, a challenging task when 
you consider our net budget for the current 
financial year is £242m. 

“We have made huge progress in recent 
years saving £36.35m since April 2012 but 
much more is needed. 

“We received a 4.6 per cent cut in fund¬ 
ing in the last financial year - one of the 
largest cut in Wales - meaning we have to 
find more than £17.5m savings this year. 

“Savings of £11.7m have already been 
achieved but there is another £6.4m to find 
and that work is already well underway. 

“Budget projections show that the cycle 
of poor funding and resulting cuts are with 
us to the end of the decade. 

“So what will Powys County Council 
look like in 2020? It will be a smaller more 
focussed organisation, it is likely to have a 
third less staff and operate out far fewer 
buildings. A more flexible approach to the 
way we work could see central office space 
reduce by half. 

“Reducing the number of buildings we 
own is essential to cut running costs and to 
generate additional income. 

“In future we will share our buildings 
with others or become tenants in theirs. 

“We expect to reduce the number of de¬ 
pots we operate by half and drastically cut 
the number of vehicles we operate. 

“The council will not necessarily pro¬ 
vide all the services that it traditionally 
has done in the past. Others may provide 
services including partners, the voluntary 
sector and communities themselves. 

“All this will have an impact on service 
users, the public and of course staff, a 
smaller organisation means a smaller work¬ 
force. We will take a measured approach as¬ 
sessing the impact on service delivery and 
our staff who are our most important asset 
in effective service delivery. 

“This year we reduced our workforce 
by 500 through a combination of volun¬ 
tary redundancies, retirement and natural 
wastage. Regrettably in a number of cases 
compulsory redundancies were necessary. 

“We have tried where possible to avoid 
compulsory redundancies and will continue 
with that approach in the future.” 


Sixth form 
is opened 
at ceremony 

OSWESTRY’S new sixth form building 
has been officially opened and it has been 
named after a school governor in thanks 
for more than a quarter of a century of ser¬ 
vice. 

The Arthur Walpole Building was opened 
yesterday (Wednesday) after undergoing a 
transformation from a care home into a 
modern teaching facility. 

The Marches School opened the door on 
its sixth form at the start of September last 
year, and students moved into their new 
building at the start of this term. 

Yesterday’s event marked a double cel¬ 
ebration because the school also formally 
launched its new sponsor academy trust - 
The Marches Academy Trust. 

School spokeswoman Amy Gregory said: 
“We have decided to name the new building 
The Walpole Building as testament to our 
long standing chair of governors, Arthur 
Walpole. 

“Arthur has been a member of the gov¬ 
erning body for over 25 years and we wish 
to acknowledge his dedication and commit¬ 
ment to the school by naming the building 
after him. 

“Through this, we also hope to give pub¬ 
lic recognition to and share our warmest 
regards for our dedicated and committed 
governing body, who never hesitate to com¬ 
mit their time for the good of the school.” 

Mr Walpole said he had seen a lot of 
change during his time at the school, and 
said the constant theme was of moving for¬ 
ward.

Petrol pumps latest tools 
in bid to halt biker deaths

PETROL stations will be targeted as part of a new drive to cut down 
on the number of motorcyclist deaths on the roads of Shropshire and 
Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it will advertise at petrol pumps and in the motorcy¬ 
cle press in a bid to reduce the number of deaths on the region’s roads. 

It says it is extremely concerned about the number of accidents this year, many of them 
involving bikers from Shropshire and the wider Midlands looking for thrilling rides on 
rural roads across the border. The force said 11 motorcyclists haye been killed since the 

start of the year m Dyfed-Powys. There has 
been one motorcyclist killed in Shropshire 
this year and none in Telford & Wrekin. 

Superintendent Ieuan Matthews said he 
will work with motorcycle groups in a bid to 
cut the number of fatalities. 

He said: “This is obviously a significant 
and troubling number of collisions and fa¬ 
talities. 

“We want this number to stop increasing 
and we want to reduce the number of casu¬ 
alties on the roads of Dyfed-Powys. 

“We are reviewing the information we 
have in relation to the deaths and serious 
injuries and are seeking to understand and 
identify common trends that may be linked 
to road deaths and incidents. 

“We are using this information to develop 
and implement a programme of prevention 
measures which include enforcement as 
well as a series of prevention messages on 
the radio, in the motorcyclist media and on 
petrol pump handles in fuel stations. 

“We have had some notable cases where 
we have potentially saved lives. 

“Officers reported a motorcyclist for rid¬ 
ing at 128mph with a pillion passenger in 
Powys in June. 

“Speeding is not acceptable on our 
roads.” 

Motorcyclists have long been identified 
as particularly vulnerable road users and 
out of the 27 fatalities so far this year, 11 of 
those were motorcyclists. 

Supt Matthews added: “Road safety and 
casualty reduction is a priority for our 
roads policing officers who see the conse¬ 
quences of road tragedies first hand all too 
often. 

“Road safety is the responsibility of each 
and every road user whatever vehicle they 
drive. 

“There is no excuse for any motorists 
or motorcyclists taking risks on the roads 
that could lead to serious injury or death 
to themselves or others on our roads - and 
they will not be tolerated. 

“Everyone must take responsibility for 
their own and others safety on our roads 
and be aware of their driving manner.” 


Fire at property 
sparks safety at 
home campaign 
by firefighters 


HOMES in Oswestry will be targeted by 
fire safety officers in a new campaign fol¬ 
lowing a blaze in a top floor flat. 

Officers will visit homes to make sure 
they have working smoke alarms in place. 
Leaflets will be distributed, advice given 
and smoke alarm checks offered. 

It comes after a fire in a flat in Oswald 
Road on Friday. Although the flat had 
a smoke alarm, it wasn’t in the hallway 
where the fire started. 

No-one was seriously injured in the fire, 
although the tenant has to be treated by 
paramedics for smoke inhalation. 

Robin Evans, Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service watch manager for Oswestry, 
said: “We will be doing a post-fire response 
which is where we hit the area with leaf¬ 
lets and fire safety advice and offer smoke 
alarm checks. 

“If people meet certain criteria we will 
also be able to issue new smoke alarms. 

“We want to reinforce the message of 
having working smoke alarms in the right 
locations, and also of having an escape plan 
and keeping exits clear.” 

Advice being given out includes planning 
a safe escape route and thinking of a sec¬ 
ond route in case the first one is blocked, 
and ensuring that there are working smoke 
alarms on every floor of a house. 

Homeowners are also being advised to 
check on vulnerable friends and neigh¬ 
bours, switch off portable heaters when 
they are alone, keep exits clear and have 
door and window keys near to exits.

Hillfort housing plans are 
a gamble claim protesters

CAMPAIGNERS have claimed planners are “gambling with public 
money and elector confidence” by keeping housing allocations near 
Old Oswestry Hillfort in their development masterplan. 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort group claims Shropshire Council has 
underplayed the scale and significance of objections to the 117 houses proposed 
to be built in near the ancient monument in submitting the county’s SAMDev 
plan for examination. The application is for land off Whittington Road and cam- 
- paigners fear it will mean homes fur¬ 
ther encroaching near the landmark. 

The latest outcry comes as public hear¬ 
ings are announced for objectors to the 
county wide plan for the future develop¬ 
ment of Shropshire to make their case to 
the appointed planning inspector. 

They will take place at Shirehall in 
Shrewsbury between November 11 and 
December 19. 

Hands off Old Oswestry Hillfort says that 
Shropshire Council has not countered rep¬ 
resentations challenging the application. 

Campaigner John Waine said: “The 
council has offered little explanation as 
to why objections are not valid, effectively 
dismissing them as if they have no basis. 
“Planners are risking tax-payers’ money by 
allowing a site burdened with unresolved 
issues and firmly founded objections, and 
therefore uncertain planning justification, 
to go forward for examination. 

“This could jeopardise the whole of 
SAMDev, resulting in substantial and un¬ 
necessary financial costs and reputational 
damage should it be rejected.” 

There have been more objections to the 
application for the homes close to the hill¬ 
fort that any other in the SAMDev docu¬ 
ment. 

In countering them, Shropshire Council 
has said: “The value and significance of the 
hillfort and its setting has been recognised 
in preparing the plan.” 

But campaigners continue to maintain- 
that the threat to the nationally-protected 
Scheduled Monument and the damage that 
the proposed housing would have on its 
setting through urban expansion remain 
severe. 

Heritage specialist and campaign sup¬ 
porter, Dr George Nash, said: “Existing im¬ 
pressive views to the iconic hillfort from the 
B4580 Whittington Road would be blocked 
by the proposed housing. Significant views 
from Old Oswestry south-eastwards over 
the Midland Plain towards other hillforts 
at Nesscliffe and the Wrekin would also be 
adversely affected.” 


UK's path 
must be set 
out, says hip 

OSWESTRY’S MP Owen Paterson has 
called on the Prime Minister to set out the 
“optimistic destination” the UK is heading 
for as he tries to re-negotiate powers back 
from the EU. 

Mr Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, 
also called on David Cameron to reach out 
“respectfully” to disaffected Conservatives 
who might be considering voting for Ukip. 

He said: “We have to be absolutely clear 
to those small C conservatives out there 
who may be sitting back at the moment - 
some might go to protest parties like Ukip. 

“We have got to be respectful of them and 
we have got to make a very clear, intelligent 
case that the only national organisation 
that can resolve the long-term problems of 
the UK is the Conservative Party. 

“Ukip is a symptom of this problem. We 
have to convince these people that we are 
serious...however frustrated they must be, 
they must see that the Conservative Party 
can deliver.” 

The call comes as Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson said that anyone thinking of de¬ 
fecting to the Eurosceptic party must be 
“utterly nuts”. 

Mr Paterson said voters and MPs con¬ 
sidering their options should be met with 
respect. When asked what Mr Cameron 
needed to do to persuade voters he could 
re-negotiate powers back from the EU, Mr 
Paterson said he did not need to give them 
a “shopping list”, adding: “I think he has to 
outline the optimistic destination to which 
we are going.

Man injured in scuffle 


A MAN was injured when he tried to 
stop his boyfriend hurting himself 
with a knife following a scuffle, a 
court heard. 

William Wright had threatened to 
injure himself because he believed 
his boyfriend was seeing someone else 
after reading messages on his phone. 

A scuffle ensued and ended with 
Wright’s boyfriend being wounded by 
the blade, Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard. 

Wright, 24, of Holyhead Road, Chirk, 
admitted one charge of unlawful 
wounding. 

He was sentenced to a 12-month sus¬ 
pended sentence, with a supervision 
and alcohol treatment requirement. 


He was also ordered to pay £100 sur¬ 
charge and £250 costs. 

The court heard that on May 5 an 
ambulance was called to attend a 
property in York Street, Oswestry, 
after Wright’s partner Jasper Hutton 
was injured in an argument. 

Prosecuter Debbie Gould told 
Shrewsbury Crown Court that Mr 
Hutton said he did not want to involve 
police and blamed himself for the in¬ 
cident. 

Mitigating, Dean Easthope, said 
Wright was of previous good character 
and had not been involved in any vio¬ 
lence since. He told the court: “Wright 
does have issues with self harm, self 
esteem and depression.”

There’s great news for people 
in the Welshpool area who have 
been bugged by a slow broad¬ 
band service. 

The Welsh Government has 
confirmed that the area is next in 
line to be brought up to speed by 
superfast broadband. 

Superfast Cymru, a partner¬ 
ship between the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment and BT, builds on commer¬ 
cial roll-outs of fibre broadband 
with the Government aiming to 
supply 96 per cent of homes and 
businesses with access to fibre 
by 2016. 

Quite frankly the improve¬ 
ments can’t come quickly 
enough. Some areas of Mid 
Wales are still in the Dark Ages 
when it comes to broadband 
speed and that’s not good news 
for companies trying to compete 
in a world which demands in¬ 
stant response. 

Many areas of the UK have 
already been enjoying internet 
speeds of 20 times faster than 
us Welshpool residents. Can you 
imagine that? That means when 
you ask a page to open it actual¬ 
ly does. I for one can’t wait. 

The broadband news made 
me reflect on just how depend¬ 
ent we have all become on 
the internet. Modern technol¬ 
ogy means I am able to store 
everything electronically and re¬ 
trieve it at the click of a mouse. 
Well it should do. 

This week highlighted how 
bad things can be when they go 
horribly wrong, switching on for 
an early start only to discover the 
system completely dead and all 
files empty. 

The feeling of panic and true 
despair was so absolute that 
it’s impossible to describe - as 
was the feeling of elation when 
a restart saw everything return to 
normal. 

What caused this possibly 
life-changing moment is beyond 
me or was it down to a mischie¬ 
vous gremlin set on spoiling my 
day?How did we manage before 
the arrival of the internet revolu¬ 
tion is a question I often ask my¬ 
self. How did we produce news¬ 
papers for instance? How did we 
manage without the wonderful 
tool that is Google? 

Ask today’s young journalists 
to find something without the 
use of a search engine and they 
wouldn’t have a clue where to go 
or even start.

Oswestry woman Jenni 
Field knows the differ¬ 
ence an assistance dog can 
make. SUE AUSTIN reports 

A DOG is man’s best friend - 
but for Jenni Field, he is much 
more. 

Mrs Field’s labrador, O’Neil, is 
by her side when she is out in her 
wheelchair, picking up and retriev¬ 
ing for her. 

O’Neil can also take washing out of 
the washing machine and help with the 
business of shopping - even passing the 
bank card to the supermarket cashier 
when Mrs Field is out doing her grocery 
shopping. 

Best of all, when Mrs Field gets into 
bed tired at the end of the day, caring 
O’Neil will gently pull the duvet over her 
before settling down himself to sleep for 
the night. 

But, even more importantly, loyal com¬ 
panion O’Neil has given Mrs Field a new 
lease of life. 

Daily 

The 68-year-old, from Oswestry, was 
left disabled after a road accident 45 
years ago and, after losing her husband, 
Mrs Field became nervous about leaving 
her home. 

Now she enjoys taking O’Neil on his 
daily walk, going shopping and going to 
church, where O’Neill lies quietly by her 
side. 

“He is very good in church until he 
hears the words of the Benedictine,” she 
said. 

“Then he is up and ready to go as he 
knows that it is coming to the end of the 
service.” 

The gentle labrador is a special¬ 
ly-trained assistance dog, funded by the 
Canine Partners charity. 


It was a friend who suggested that 
Mrs Field apply for a dog. 

“I always kept dogs but it got to the 
stage where I felt I ought not to have 
them anymore,” she said. 

“So when it was suggested I might be 
able to have an assistance dog I looked 
into it and applied. 

“O’Neil has given me a new lease of 
life. 

Mrs Field explained: “He gives me 
confidence to go out and so I no longer 
feel confined to the house. 

Love 

“He is a pretty laid back dog and he 
has so much love to give. 

“He really enjoys being out and about 
meeting people and one of his favourite 
things is going shopping. 

“He loves taking the bank card and 


putting his paws up on the checkout 
counter and giving the card to the cash¬ 
ier.” 

It costs about £20,000 to train an as¬ 
sistance dog. 

O’Neil spent his first six months with 
a foster family learning his basic train¬ 
ing. 

Bonding 

He then spent a year at the charity’s 
headquarters receiving specialist train¬ 
ing. 

Mrs Field also spent a fortnight there 
bonding with the labrador to make sure 
they would be firm friends. 

To say thank you to the charity for 
hits work neighbours in Oswestry re¬ 
cently held an afternoon garden party 
on front lawns. 

The community event raised £460 


for the charity. “I am so blessed to live 
where I do with such wonderful neigh¬ 
bours,” Mrs Field said. 

“There is a real community spirit 
here.” 

“The community events in the past 
have included a Royal Wedding and a 
Jubilee party and it was lovely that they 
held one to raise money to help other 
people have an assistance dog,” Mrs 
Field explained. 

Trained 

Canine Partners train assistance dogs 
for people with physical disabilities. 

The charity trains its dogs for specific 
tasks and include opening and closing 
doors and cupboards as well as retriev¬ 
ing a variety of items. 

The dogs are also trained to press but¬ 
tons and switches and the animals are 
even trained to help their owner to get 
undressed. 

The animals are also trained to raise 
the alarm in an emergency and help 
with day to day tasks such as unloading 
washing machines and tumble driers. 

Canine Partners is part of Assistance 
Dogs (UK), the umbrella organisation 
for all those charities in the UK which 
have been accredited to train dogs to 
help people with various disabilities. 

Current members are Guide Dogs, 
Hearing Dogs, Canine Partners, Dogs 
for the Disabled, Support Dogs and Dog 
Aid. 

The charities have been backed by 
Prince Harry, who met one of the dogs 
at the Invictus Games. 

Celebrities have also backed the initi¬ 
ative. Well known poet Pam Ayres has 
supported the cause. 

She fronted a TV appeal as part of a 
fundraising drive. 

Fran Robinson one of Mrs Field’s 
neighbours said: “We all enjoyed the 
garden party and raising money to help 
Assistance Dogs. 

“We know how much O’Neil means to 
Mrs Field and he was definitely the star 
of the fundraising event.”

Since the sad demise of the 
excellent Wrexham and Shrop¬ 
shire train service between Wr¬ 
exham and Marylebone, I have 
been working closely with the 
Transport Secretary, Patrick 
McLoughlin and the other local 
MPs to get a new service up and 
running.

From Sunday, December 14 
the new service will be up and 
running. Constituents will be 
able choose between two differ¬ 
ent services to London and two 
coming back. 

Shrewsbury will have two Vir¬ 
gin Trains services in each di¬ 
rection on a weekday departing 
at 0639 and 1524. With arrival 
times at London Euston of 0915 
and 1756 the services will call at 
Telford Central, Wellington, Wol¬ 
verhampton, Birmingham New 
Street, Birmingham Internation¬ 
al, Coventry and Rugby (morning 
service only). 

Services back to Shropshire 
leave London Euston at 1023 
and 1823 arriving at Shrewsbury 
station at 1258 and 2055 respec¬ 
tively. At just over two and a half 
hours long, this service will make 
travelling to the capital for busi¬ 
ness or leisure and much more 
attractive proposal. 

This, however, is only the be¬ 
ginning. What we really need is 
for the service to be extended 
through Gobowen and onto Wr¬ 
exham, so that my constituents 
do not face having to change 
trains in order to travel to Lon¬ 
don. I am really pleased that 
Virgin Trains has been able to 
secure the introduction of this 
new and important route from 
Shrewsbury to London. It is 
vital for the long term health of 
the service that it attracts as 
many customers as possible and 
I would urge everyone to use it 
so that we can make the case to 
extend the service to Gobowen 
and Wrexham.

If we go ahead with our plans we would like to leave that house to our daughter in our will and 
leave our UK home to our son. Would there be any problem with that, or is there anything in foreign legislation that could prevent it? 

Q: Legislation covering the disposal of property differs from country to country and here in the UK the law states that foreign property, including both land and 
buildings, comes under the jurisdiction of the country in which the property is situated. Therefore you may not necessarily be able to specify disposal terms of an 
overseas property in your UK Will. The way around this is to make two wills - one in the UK and one in the country in which the property is situated. It is essential 
however that the two wills are consistent with and do not revoke one another 

In some countries, there are also ‘forced heirship’ rules to consider. These state that a proportion of your property must, by law, pass to specified heirs, often limited 
to direct bloodline relatives. This could cause problems if for example your wife died and one of your preferred heirs was say her brother. Heirship rules would apply 
irrespective of what your wishes were, or what is stated in your Will. 

Finally, you need to be aware of the inheritance tax rules of the country in which the property is situated. Land and buildings are likely to be liable for local inheritance 
taxation on disposal and they can also be very high, particularly where beneficiaries are not family members. You would also need to obtain a valuation of the property 
for the purposes of probate. You really do need to take proper legal advice before purchasing a property as this is quite a complex area of law.

Yet I am obliged to share 
it with prams, push-chairs, 
wheel chairs, bins, buskers, 
skateboards, dogs and shops 
displaying their wares on 
the pavement. 

The motorist has decided 
that he wants to share my 
space too and does so when¬ 
ever and wherever he wants 
to, often all night on the 
pavement outside my front 
door and pedestrian access 
is not even considered. 

In August 1896, 44-year- 
old Bridget Driscoll became 
the first pedestrian in Brit¬ 
ain to be killed by a motor 
car. They have not stopped 
since. 

My original Highway 
Code states that no driver, 
whatever his or her age 
needed to show any knowl¬ 
edge of either the law per¬ 
taining to road users or 
the newly- introduced road 
signs - it is clear that few 
bother seeking that knowl¬ 
edge today. 

Motorists however, do 
not have the monopoly of 
idleness and stupidity. I am 
amazed how many pedes¬ 
trian will cross a busy road 
just yards away from a pe¬ 
destrian crossing!

Devolution to councils overdue 


SO, the referendum is over, Scotland 
has voted to stay in the UK, and pol¬ 
iticians from the three main parties 
are promising to devolve more powers, 
both to Scotland and to other parts of 
the UK. 

In my view devolution of more pow¬ 
ers to local councils is long overdue, 
but the sad fact is that for the last 35 
years governments of all persuasions 
have been promising this, but in the 
rural areas of England the exact re¬ 
verse has happened. 

For instance in 1979 Chester City 
Council ran the council houses, con¬ 


trolled the Gateway Theatre and ran 
leisure centres. 

The Conservative governments 
1979-1997 promised more powers to 
local authorities and the abolition of 
unelected quangos. However, Chester 
City Council’s leisure facilities were 
transferred to a completely unelected 
quango - Cadsart.Then under Labour 
1997-2010 most council houses were 
transferred to housing associations; 
in Chester’s case, Chester & District 
Housing Trust. 

The Coalition government elected 
in 2010 passed the Localism Bill, de¬ 


signed to give more powers to local 
communities. But in practice the lib¬ 
eralisation of planning regulations 
makes it harder for communities to 
resist large-scale applications. 

In education, the encouragement of 
academies and free schools has made 
it virtually impossible for the local au¬ 
thority to carry out its traditional role 
of strategic management of schools in 
its area. So I welcome the statements 
about giving local councils more pow¬ 
ers, but I don’t hold my breath!

Business worries growing 
over poor phone coverage

AN Oswestry businessman has added his voice to the growing num¬ 
ber of people fed up with poor mobile phone service in the area. 

Saffron Rainey, 47, who runs Cafe Radio in Bailey Street said the service from phone 
firm EE was particularly poor. 

He said: “Since the end of last year EE’s coverage has been incredibly intermittent, 
some days it works but one day last week there was no coverage at all for the whole day. 

“I have been in contact with EE and sent a series of emails because it impacts us. 


“You miss calls even thoui 
saying ‘I have been trying 
to get hold of you all after¬ 
noon’, which is not good if 
you own a business. 

“Customers say they 
have the same issues. 

“One person said he was 
locked into a contract and 
he said service was not 
good so they let him out of 
it - which I suppose at least 
they are recognising there 
is a problem but it doesn’t 
look as if they are fixing it. 

“If you miss a call for 
business, that has an im¬ 
pact and mobile communi¬ 
cation is essential and if in 
Oswestry you cannot get 
that they won’t set busi¬ 
nesses up here.” 

Newport resident Ian 
Martin, 69, who travels to 
Welshpool from the town 
regularly said he had no 
problems with calling or 
texting people in the town 
but his service got signifi¬ 
cantly worse driving around 
the county and towards 
Wales. 

He said: “I am on Virgin

Mobile, which uses EE’s 
network, and I have no 
problems in Newport but 
I go to the Welshpool area 
and the signal at the Banwy 
Valley is pathetic, you get 
nothing at all.” 

The concerns come as 
support grows for a cam¬ 
paign run by Oswestry and 
Border Chronicle’s sister 
paper the Shropshire Star 
for better phone coverage 
throughout the region. 

EE spokesman Howard 
Jones, said: “We sincerely 
apologise for the ongoing 


he time and you have people 
signal issues affecting cus¬ 
tomers in Shropshire. 

“We have made a number 
of site visits over the last 
month and fixed technical 
faults but now we are fo¬ 
cused on a full investigation 
into all sites in the area to 
ensure we can improve both 
phone call and mobile data 
quality.” 

It is not just EE who have 
come under fire. Users have 
also reported similar issues 
with 02, Vodafone and 
Three. 

02 said the firm was in¬ 
vesting £1.5 billion in its 
network over the next three 
years which would include 
modernising its 2G and 3G 
networks as well as continu¬ 
ing the rollout of 4G. 

A Three spokesman said: 
“We continue to add new 
sites and more capacity to 
our network, which will 
improve rural coverage.” 
Vodafone says in rural and 
remote locations, networks 
can struggle to deliver cov¬ 
erage via traditional means.

Hospital bosses looking at 
ways to cut down on costs 


OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital could save 


,000 a year by being more assertive with 
suppliers and demanding a better price. 

Members of the hospital’s executive board heard 
they may not be getting the best prices due to a lack 
of transparency from many suppliers of medical 
equipment. John Grinnell, director of finance, said 
the nospital had a tar¬ 


get of saving hundreds 
of thousands of pounds 
each year through being 
“more canny” with sup¬ 
pliers. 

He said: “We could make 
£700,000 savings per year 
on our procurement. 

“But we’re not particu¬ 
larly strong in negotiating 
with suppliers.” 

He said there were areas 
within the NHS where 
there was no standardised 
pricing. 

These include buying in 
implants such as replace¬ 
ment joints. 

But he said attitudes were 
changing, adding: “I think 
we’re well placed now to 
make it work.” 

The hospital trust cur¬ 
rently spends £89 million a 
year, of which £34 million is 
non-pay related. 

A programme of procure¬ 
ment savings has been in 
place for the past few years, 
but the trust board now 
hopes to be able to cut its 
spending further by work¬ 
ing with the NHS to make

sure it is getting the best 
deal. 

Board chairman Russell 
Hardy said: “A lot of NHS 
hospitals have contracts 
with suppliers where they 
are legally bound not to 
share their cost prices with 
other hospitals. 

“This is why we’re trying 
to get transparency across 
the NHS. 

“I think we should be 
more demanding of our sup¬ 
pliers to get the best price.” 

Steve White, director of 
medicine at the hospital, 
agreed that changes needed 
to be made. 

He said: “I remember 
one time I used a nut and 
bolt and find we had been 
charged four times as much 
as another hospital. We 
want to avoid that. 

“However, we’re not com¬ 
promising quality when we 
look at costs. We’re very 
particular about what we 
use and we don’t like chang¬ 
ing.”

Concerns are raised about 
bid for 78-acre solar farm 


SOLAR farms should be build on old indus¬ 
trial land or on remote ground, residents of 
Gobowen have said. 

Scores of people from the village attended a pub¬ 
lic consultation event, organised by by Bristol-based 
solar installation company Elgin Energy Esco Ltd. 
The company has submitted plans for a 78-acre solar 


farm - one of the largest 
in the county - to be built 
on land at Ebnal Lodge, 
Rhosyygadfa on the edge 
of Gobowen. 

Many of those attending 
the meeting said they were 
not against solar power. 

But there were concerns 
that the site was too close 
to a residential area and on 
good quality agricultural 
land. 

The development, which 
would cover the same area 
as 52 football pitches and 
include thousands of panels, 
would be sited on the land 
for 25 years. 

If plans are approved, 
construction would take 
between three and four 
months, and once completed 
would need minimum staff 
on site. The site would be 
surrounded by a 2m high 
fence. It would also be mon¬ 
itored by CCTV. 

Mrs Anne Kynaston lives 
in a converted barn adjacent 
to the land. 

“I would have to drive 
through a lane with a steel 
girder fence on both side,

looking like Alcatraz, to get 
to my home,” she said. 

“I am really worried about 
the wildlife. The animals 
that live on the land and the 
birds that will fly onto the 
panels will lose their lives.” 

Farmer Dave Powell, of 
Rhosygadfa Farm, said the 
land was good quality agri¬ 
cultural land. 

“These solar installations 
should be seen as industrial 
not farms. They should be 
built on industrial or brown¬ 
field land.” 

Gobowen residents 
Wendy and Dean Roberts 
said they thought solar en¬ 
ergy was a good idea. 

“Why put it close to a resi¬ 
dential area?” they said. 

“We have nothing against 
solar panel but they should 
be on a brownfield site on in 
remote countryside. 

“We paid a premium for 
our home because it looked 
out on open countryside. 
Now we are worried that 
the value of our house will 
be affected.” 


Doctor takes his own medicine

HOW would you feel about an over¬ 
weight doctor warning you about the 
perils of being obese? 

It was exactly this thought that 
spurred Dr Tim Lyttle to lose four- 
and-a-half stone. 

“I felt very self-conscious talking to 
patients about diet and exercise,” the 
44-year-old from Gobowen said. 

“As a doctor, if you’re overweight, 
the truth is you just don’t raise the 
issue of weight with patients as often 
as you could. 


“At my heaviest I was 18st, and I 
felt very self-conscious talking to pa¬ 
tients about diet and exercise.” 

Dr Lyttle, who works at Broadwa¬ 
ter Surgery in Whitchurch, went from 
18st to 13st 71b, his bod mass index 
dropping from 33.2 to 24.9. 

He said: “I decided to turn my life 
around in October 2011, a week after 
my father died from kidney failure, 
aged 71. 

“He was moderately overweight, 
and he’d previously suffered a heart 


attack at the age of 51. I had just 
turned 41 and I was 18st.” 

Dr Lyttle added: “I realised I had 
to do something to save myself from 
a similar fate. 

“The big difference I made was to 
have much smaller portions of food 
and I cut out my beloved chocolate 
bars and cakes as I’d sometimes eat 
two or three a day. 

“I started cycling, pounding away 
on the bike or in the gym four or five 
times a week.” 


House bid 
near pub 
rejected 
by council 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a house next to a vil¬ 
lage pub have been reject¬ 
ed, raising hopes the venue 
could be saved. 

The proposals to build 
the home and garage in the 
beer garden of the Cross 
Keys Inn in Kinnerley, near 
Oswestry, were thrown out 
by members of Shropshire 
Council’s north planning 
committee. 

More than 40 objections 
had been made opposing the 
scheme by residents, and 
members of Kinnerley Par¬ 
ish Council and members 
of the Cross Keys action 
committee were also against 
the project, councillors were 
told. 

Charles Green, member 
of Cross Keys action com¬ 
mittee, told the committee: 
“The owner is intent on 
selling the pub which we all 
treasure and love. 

“We have until Christmas 
to find an owner in order to 
keep the pub alive. We are 
desperate to save the pub. 

“In July English Heritage 
formerly listed the pub as 
Grade II so it is protected. 

“Building a house next 
to this historic site would 
change the image of the area 
and spoil the landscape. 

“Kinnerley already has 
more than enough new 
houses, we do not need an¬ 
other.” 

Applicant Micheal Guest, 
who owns the Cross Keys 
Inn, said the pub needed in¬ 
vestment, which he argued 
the house would bring.

Salaries soaring 
in area claims 
new jobs study 

SALARIES being advertised by Shropshire companies 
have soared over the last year, new figures have shown, but 
have fallen in Telford. 

The average wage in Shropshire Council’s area during 
August stood at £30,152.39, according to the latest survey 
by jobs search engine Adzuna - a significant increase on the 
£26,047.84 for the same month in 2013. 

But in Telford & Wrekin, the wages on offer dropped 
from £30,368.61 last year to £28,932.31 this time out. 

In Powys the figure rose from £23,940.58 to £27,731.25. 

There were 2,270 roles on offer in Shropshire, 1,479 in 
Telford & Wrekin, and 377 in Powys. 

Nationally, advertised salaries grew faster than inflation 
for first time since the financial crisis, the study claims, 
with a 1.9 per cent rise to £34,463. 

The West Midlands as a whole, the Adzuna report says, 
has seen a 6.4 per cent year on year rise in advertised sal¬ 
aries, to £31,624. 

Adzuna co-founder Andrew Hunter said: “Exceptional 
growth in advertised vacancies again this month highlights 
extreme positivity in the jobs market, as employers turn 
away from the traditional august slowdown in favour of 
continued expansion. 

“Looking at pay rates, it seems the cart has at last caught 
up with the horse as the uk experiences real wage growth 
for the first time since the financial crisis. 

“Much of the UK’s economic good news has arrived on 
the back of high levels of job creation, but this has often 
been at the expense of low wages. 

“However, as companies enjoy more profit, salary growth 
is finally starting to outpace inflation, a real wage rise 
marks a significant turning point in the road to economic 
recovery.” 

He added: “This time next year, phrases like ‘the cost of 
living crisis’ may fade into a distant memory. 

“News of real wage growth will further fuel interest rate 
speculation. 

“With the Bank of England stressing it is waiting for a 
pick-up in wages, this significant news could push forward 
the notion of an interest rate rise before 2015.” 

The figures differ significantly from the official ONS 
pay figures, and is based on advertised salaries among the 
800,000 jobs on offer rather than the actual current sala¬ 
ries of employees as measured in the official data.

‘Reds’ meet face to face 


The Infiniti high-performance 
prototype super-saloon - the 
Q50 Eau Rouge - has final¬ 
ly come face to face with 
Eau Rouge, the signature 
high-speed corner of the 
famed Spa-Francorchamps 
race circuit in Belgium, from 
which the car takes its name. 

Sebastian Vettel, Infiniti’s director 
of performance and four-time Formu¬ 
la One World Drivers’ Champion, had 
the honour of putting the car through 
its paces as part of a social media 
powered race against US profession¬ 
al race driver Parker Kligerman and 
Nine-Ball World Champion snooker 
player Pan Xiaoting of China. 

Spa’s notoriously fickle weather 


was true to form with heavy rain dous¬ 
ing the track throughout Vettel’s test 
run in the G50 Eau Rouge. 

Vettel has been involved in the on¬ 
going development of the G50 Eau 
Rouge prototype which was first re¬ 
vealed as a design concept vehicle at 
the North American International Auto 
Show in Detroit in January this year. 

“Even though it was difficult to get 
a proper feel for the car’s performance 
due to the wet track, the engineering 
team have made definite improve¬ 
ments to the car in the areas of steer¬ 
ing and suspension since I first drove 
it earlier in the year,” said Vettel. 

“There is no shortage of power from 
the Q50 Eau Rouge. 

“All in all it was an interesting day 
and we had fun. It was a privilege to be 
given the task of driving the G50 Eau 


Rouge on one of the most demanding 
corners in the world.” 

The base engine inside the G50 Eau 
Rouge is an aluminum and magnesi¬ 
um twin-turbo, 24-valve, 3.8-litre V6 
powerhouse that is already an icon 
among sports car fans. For the Eau 
Rouge, with bespoke Infiniti engine 
mapping, air intake and exhaust, and 
FI-inspired aerodynamic body work, 
peak engine power is up to an ex¬ 
hilarating 560hp, with engine torque 
measured at 600Nm. 

Originally a design concept of what 
a high-performance variant of the In¬ 
finiti G50 premium sports saloon could 
look like, the G50 Eau Rouge lives on 
as a dynamic development vehicle. 

The decision to take the Infiniti G50 
Eau Rouge into production is currently 
under evaluation.
